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Melconian Testifies In Favor Of Unemployment 
Insurance For Domestic Violence Victims 


Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) testified recently in front of the Joint 
Committee on Commerce and Labor in favor of her 
legislation granting unemployment insurance to vic¬ 
tims of domestic violence. 

“Domestic violence is the single leading cause of 
injury to U.S. women in America today," said 
Melconian. “According to the FBI, 10 women a day 
are killed by their current or former husbands or part¬ 
ners. Nineteen women were killed in Massachusetts 
alone last year. This legislation creates an economic 
safety net if victims need to leave work to escape their 
batterer or to recover from the physical, psychological, 
or legal effects of domestic violence. 


“Businesses will also reap significant benefits from 
this legislation,” said Melconian. “Abusive husbands 
or boyfriends commit approximately 13,000 incidents 
of workplace violence every year and businesses lose 
between $3 billion and $5 billion annually in absen¬ 
teeism, health care costs, and employee turnover due 
directly to domestic violence. Recent national and 
local headlines make a clear case for keeping vio¬ 
lence out of the workplace. 

“Fifteen states, including California, Connecticut, 
New Hampshire, New Jersey, New York, and Rhode 
Island, have adopted similar measures either by 
statute or regulation. None of them have experienced 
a significant fiscal impact on their unemployment 
insurance fund. 


“It is time for Massachusetts to adopt this low cost, 
common sense measure to provide unemployment 
insurance for domestic violence survivors.” 

The legislation, Senate Bill 97 and House Bill 2651, 
“An act relative to unemployment insurance coverage 
for victims of domestic violence,” has received broad 
support from domestic violence advocates, employ¬ 
ers, and labor organizations. 

Organizations testifying in support included Jane 
Doe Inc., Associated Industries of Massachusetts, the 
AFL-CIO, the YWCA of Springfield, the 
Massachusetts branch of the National Organization 
for Women, Employers Against Domestic Violence, 
and the state Division of Employment and Training.

Modeled after the enormously successful! 911 and 
411 programs, 211 would centralize all of the current 
information and referral services into six to nine 
regional call centers that help callers determine their 
eligibility for services and direct them to the appropri¬ 
ate social service agency. 

“Ignorance is the greatest barrier that eligible indi¬ 
viduals face in accessing government and community 
services,” testified Melconian. “Citizens have no idea 
of the programs for which they are qualified and no 


“By its second full year in operation, the 211 num¬ 
ber is expected to help 300,000 Massachusetts resi¬ 
dents annually - at least half of which will be low and 
moderate income families. It will replace the current 
patchwork system of seven and 10 digit numbers that 
are very difficult to remember and promote and fail to 
cover significant portions of the state, including much 
of the Berkshires,” said Melconian. 

“While the program would cost $2.1 million annual¬ 
ly, it would also create significant cost saving for the 
Commonwealth. More than a million dollars each year 
would be saved through the prevention of child abuse, 
domestic violence, and suicide. 


“More than $2 million would be saved by better uti¬ 
lization of federal programs such as Medicaid and 
food stamps. The Council of Massachusetts United 
Ways has recognized the efficacy and importance of 
the 211 program by committing to spend $600,000 on 
it annually and reduce the total state cost to $1.5 mil¬ 
lion,” said Melconian. 

“Instead of creating new programs, we need citi¬ 
zens to more effectively utilize the programs we have. 
211 is the best way to get services to the people who 
need them most."

committal chapel to consecrate the grounds. 

In attendance will be several religious and other 
organizations. 

“We are holding the April 22nd Open House to 
invite the public to tour our facility and also to thank 
them for allowing us to build the cemetery in the west¬ 
ern part of the state,” McKean said. 

The May 21st formal dedication ceremony of the 
cemetery will begin at 10:30 a.m. 

McKean suggested that people arrive early 
because seating is limited. Many state and federal 
dignitaries are expected to attend the dedication. 

John McDermott, the famous Irish tenor, will be 
present. This international recording artist lists the 
Homeless Veterans as his charity of choice. Agawam 
farmer Edward Squazza, whose 1997 donation of 61 
acres of his farmland allowed the cemetery to be built 
in Agawam, is also expected. 

Previously, a ceremony was held to unveil a street 
sign, designating the driveway winding its way behind 
the cemetery’s administration and committal chapei, 
as “Edward Squazza Lane." 

McKean, also involved with “Operation 
Recognition” of the Massachusetts Department of 
Veterans’ Services, is a native and lifelong resident of 
Gardner, Massachusetts. He is a Vietnam era veteran 
who (from 1970-1972) served as a member of the 
U.S.A.F. Presidential Honor Guard in Washington, 
D.C., serving the White House, the Pentagon, and 
Arlington National Cemetery. 

“Possibly, Senator Kerry will join us at the May 21st 
dedication. We have also invited Congressman 
Richard Neal, State Senator Linda Melconian, State 
Representative Daniel Keenan, Mayor Richard A. 
Cohen, and William Jayne, director of State Cemetery 
Grants Services at the Veterans’ Administration in 
Washington, D.C. We have also invited Anthony 
Principi, the Secretary of the Veterans’ 
Administration,” stated McKean. 

“We have completed Phase I, which is 21 of the 61 
acres. Once completed, there will be 45,000 to 50,000 
gravesites,” he added. “We are taking pre-applica¬ 
tions at this stage. The majority are double graves, 
each for two spouses. We suggest that people do pre- 
apply.” 

On another note, McKean told us, “The cemetery is 
still accepting donations of military memorabilia for 
the Visitors’ Center, which is inside the Administration 


Building. We can also use replacement flags and flags 
of all different sizes. We also need flags from all 
branches of military service and will accept money but 
prefer donations of needed items and equipment. We 
are looking for stanchions and flags for M.I.A.’s, 
P.O.W.’s, I.E.A., Army, Marine Corps, Navy, Air Force, 
and Coast Guard. 

“For more information,” he continued, “please call 
821-9500. Regarding employment, we are looking for 
two part-time groundskeepers. These jobs run from 
May 1st through September 30th. Those interested 
can apply at the cemetery.” 

McKean detailed other relevant facts about the 
cemetery. “The Commital Chapel will hold graveside 
services inside. We have between 3,000 and 4,000 
vaults (crypts) in the ground. Some are oversized (4’ 
x 10’) for larger people; 3' x 10' are for single veter¬ 
ans. We have double vaults for husband/wife burials. 
There are 3,000 sites for inground cremains. All of 
these will have upright granite headstones. There are 
no fees for veterans to be buried here. For spouses or 
eligible dependent children, a full-body burial is $300; 
for cremains, the cost is $150. For these nominal fees, 
they receive the plot, the crypt, the open and close of 
the crypt, the headstone, the sen/ice, and the perpet¬ 
ual care. 

“Our carillon will play chimes, possible every hour. 
Each niche in the Columbarium, where cremains can 
be placed aboveground, will measure nine inches 
wide, 13 inches high, and 20 inches deep. 

“I cannot say enough about all who have helped 
us,” stated McKean. “We have a great volunteer com¬ 
mittee for the dedication. This volunteer committee, 
headed by Ruth Bitzas (who was the Veterans’ Agent 
for Agawam, Southwick, Tolland, and Granville from 
1982 until 1999), has 60 volunteers and more are 
being accepted. They are needed to work at the 
Administration Building, in the office, or to greet peo¬ 
ple. They may help the cemetery with work during 
services, such as driving people to the chapel in carts, 
or other possible needed duties. 

“As the director, I cannot thank them enough. They 
will make this one of the best state cemeteries in the 
country.” 

McKean issued a special thank you to the neigh¬ 
bors for their spirit of cooperation during the construc¬ 
tion. “We look forward to seeing these and all our 
neighbors at both the Open House on April 22nd and 
at the Dedication on May 21st.” According to him, the 
first interment will be after the May 21st Dedication.

Housing Officials Convey Legislative

On February 27th, over 200 local public housing 
officials from across the Commonwealth attended the 
Legislative Day at the State House in Boston. The

Aimee did not have much to say about her experi¬ 
ence at AHS. She said it had its good times and bad, 
like most everyone else’s, and overall it was a positive 
experience. She says she did feel prepared when she 
entered UMass (which is good news for all of us). 

Aimee took a double major in history and Spanish 
at UMass. She graduated from UMass five years later 
with a double degree, a bachelor of arts in each major. 
She speaks fondly and with enthusiasm about her 
matriculation experience at UMass. 

The Spanish Department there encourages its stu¬ 
dents, if possible, to study abroad in a Spanish-speak¬ 
ing country for a rounding out and deepening of their 
educational experience. The grand adventure of it all 
(living immersed in a culture not one’s own) appealed 
to Aimee, and she did it twice. In 1994, she studied in 
Cuernavaca, Mexico, and in 1996, Taxco, Mexico. 

These experiences whetted her appetite for more 
similar adventures in yet other cultures. Returning to 
UMass after her experience, one of her courses was 
in the evening division. Here, she ran into some 
Peace Corps veterans who were taking classes at 
night after work. 

The Peace Corps veterans would discuss their 
experiences in class, and Aimee became interested. 
Then, serendipitously, she started working in the 
Umass Administration Office, and one of her co-work¬ 
ers (with whom she became friends) was a Peace 
Corps veterans from Honduras. 

She applied to the Peace Corps in 1997 to be a 
Peace Corps invitee. This meant first, she had to pass 
the entry level threshold to be allowed to accept an 
invitation to any one of a wide variety of places. The 
testing is somewhat rigorous and understandably 
thorough, considering the consequences. Aimee 
passed her tests and was accepted by the Peace 
Corps. Then she waited to be invited somewhere. As 
is so often the case, her path was not straight or pre¬ 
dictable. 

She was invited to a position of teaching English in 
Armenia, and she accepted. Part of the screening 
process Aimee went through prior was a series of 
medical and dental examinations. Just before she was 
ready to leave for Armenia for training, a denial report 
came back, stating that she had a relatively insignifi¬ 
cant dental problem she did not even know she had. 

Were she to stay in the States, there would have 
been no cause for concern. But the Peace Corps is 
cautious about dental problems because of the uncer¬ 
tainty of dental care in some areas. Therefore, she 
was not allowed to go to Armenia until the dental work 
was done. This meant she missed her posting. 

After Aimee had her dental work done, she notified 
the Peace Corps she was again ready to accept an 
invitation, and again she waited. While waiting, she 
heard about a new Peace Corps program being 
organized in Mozambique. 

Mozambique “Called Her”... 

Something about Mozambique called her. 
Mozambique is located on the southeastern coast of 
Africa, between Zambia and South Africa. It is slightly 
less than twice the size of California, has approxi¬ 
mately 20 million people, and 1,500 miles of coastline. 
Its major city and capital is Maputo, which has a pop¬ 
ulation of just over a million. 

Mozambique has been inhabited by a variety of 
Bantu peoples since prehistoric times. Beginning in 
the 1500’s, Portugal exerted colonial influence over 
Mozambique, which (up until the last century) was 
sometimes referred to as Portuguese East Africa. 

In 1975, Mozambique obtained its independence

from Portugal. Its chief crops are cotton, cashews, 
sugar, tea, beef, and poultry. Its natural resources are 
coal, natural gas, and titanium. Its major industries are 
food and beverages, chemicals, and petroleum. 

Despite being wealthy in agricultural land and min¬ 
eral resources, years of civil unrest after the night¬ 
mare of colonialism have left the country poor and 
dependent on foreign aid, according to the NY Times 
Almanac. Although Aimee was not aware of a specif¬ 
ic reason she felt pulled to Mozambique, she was 
aware of something that compelled her to assert her¬ 
self. 

Instead of waiting, she wrote the Peace Corps why 
she thought she was supposed to go to Mozambique. 
She says there were many smaller cumulative rea¬ 
sons rather than one large, dominant overriding rea¬ 
son. The Peace Corps obviously accepted her 
assessment, as she was invited to join the new pro¬ 
gram thousands of miles from Western 
Massachusetts, in another part of the planet so differ¬ 
ent from our world (the distinctions are too many to 
adequately state). 

And so, in October 1998, Aimee left for Africa. She 
went through three months of extensive training spe¬ 
cific to Mozambique just outside of the capital, 
Maputo. After training, she was assigned to Chokwe 
(phonetically, sho-quay), a city slightly larger than 
Agawam with a population of approximately 35,000. 
Chokwe is the district capital of the province Gaza. 

The first year, she was assigned a site mate - 
another young woman who was also teaching. They 
lived in a cement house with electricity and indoor 
plumbing. (“Everyone always asks,” she says.) Aimee 
taught English as a foreign language in the local high 
school, which had about 1,000 students (grades 8- 
12). The faculty numbered 35 to 40, and Aimee was 
the only non-Mozambican. 

Her classes during the day consisted of approxi¬ 
mately 50 students each who sat two to a desk, 
although the desks were larger than the ones with 
which we are familiar. Materials were limited. The 
blackboards were small and of poor quality. In order to 
write on them, the chalk had to be dipped in water, 
and there was no erasing. 

Aimee admits (laughingly) to being challenged at 
times by the “get it right the first time, or else...” 
requirement, especially with a roomful of 50 teenagers 
watching her every move. She enjoyed the students 
very much. She appreciated how they appreciated 
her, but smiled remembering the challenge facing 


teachers everywhere teaching teenagers a required 
course, as English was for them. 

The classes she really enjoyed teaching were the 
evening adult classes. These were similar to evening 
adult education classes here, attended by adults who 
wanted to learn English. These classes were very 
spirited and a great deal of fun for Aimee. 

A Devastating Flood- 

Last year, during the second half of her tour, a dev¬ 
astating flood struck Mozambique. So horrific was the 
disaster, the flood received a great deal of national 
news coverage in this country. Aimee was in the mid¬ 
dle of it as her house was flooded, and she became 
involved in the flood relief efforts. 

Her involvement in the flood relief effort seems to 
have had an impact on her in two ways, one short¬ 
term and the other long. During the effort, she worked 
with some who worked for a non-profit organization in 
Chokwe and became friendly with them. They encour¬ 
aged Aimee to work in their organization after she left 
the Peace Corps, which she agreed to do. She com¬ 
mitted to one year, expects to be involved in educa¬ 
tional matters, and is there now working with that 
organization. 

The other impact Aimee received from the flood 
relief effort was a desire to work in the public health 
area. At this point, she is planning to return to the 
states after her year is over and go to graduate school 
in public health administration or a related field (per¬ 
haps at UMass). 

When times were calmer in Chokwe, and she was 
not dealing with the flood, Aimee's leisure time activi¬ 
ties involved getting together with people with whom 
she had become friendly, eating out in restaurants, 
going to one of Chokwe’s two discos, or bike-riding in 
the countryside. While she never took her personal 
safety for granted, Aimee said she never felt unsafe or 
in personal danger (except for the flood) during her 
two years in Mozambique. 

In conclusion, when asked whether a religious 
impulse had anything to do with her being in the 
Peace Corps in the proactive sense of real service, 
Aimee responded that she would not put her experi¬ 
ence in a religious context personally. She said she 
respected all religions and that she never talked about 
religion in Mozambique. 

Back to the relevance of Agawam High School to 
her experience, Aimee says that she appreciates that 
Agawam prepared her for a successful experience at 
UMass (where the Peace Corps experience germinat¬ 
ed), but there was no glimmer when she was at AHS 
as to what was coming. Perhaps that is the answer to 
the question asked earlier in the article: how did she 
get there from here? If one takes advantage of what’s 
offered and prepares oneself, one can get there from 
here, wherever there may be. 

The strongest and most significant influence from 
her Agawam roots to have had her embark on this 
adventure Aimee gives to her family, especially her 
mother, Lois Puopolo. Aimee said she always felt 
encouraged to follow her dreams, to go for it, even 
though (she acknowledges with a smile) her mother 
undoubtedly wished her dreams did not carry her so 
far from home. 

When asked if she told her mom about this credit 
her mom deserves, Aimee said, “Oh, all the time. We 
communicate often by e-mail.” To which was said, 
“Well, be sure to keep telling her. It will help while you 
are thousands of miles away." 

Aimee’s father is Bob Racicot of West Springfield. 

Needless to say, meeting this exceptional young 
woman was a special treat for your reporter.

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Melconian Testifies 
On Sr. Health Care 

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) recently testified in support of amending 
the current MassHealth standards to allow more sen¬ 
iors to receive home health services. Under the cur¬ 
rent system, once a person turns 65, he or she is sub¬ 
ject to much more stringent financial eligibility rules to 
obtain personal care services at home. By changing 
the MassHealth guidelines, more seniors would be 
able to remain in their home while receiving medical 
services. 

“Disabled senior citizens are being forced into 
nursing homes because they cannot afford the high 
Medicaid deductibles for personal care services,” tes¬ 
tified Melconian. “Seniors belong in their own homes. 
It’s better for their physical and psychological well¬ 
being. 

“The way that personal care services are currently 
being distributed is nonsensical and discriminatory,” 
she continued. “Undercurrent law, individuals age 19 
to 64 qualify for free personal care services if they 
receive Social Security benefits of less than $925 a 
month. When these disabled individuals reach 65, 
however, they must pay a deductible of $2,298 every 
six months, more than 40 percent of their income, in 
order to retain personal care services. 

“Advocates estimate that the cost would be less 
than $1 million a year. That number does not include 
the amount that would be saved because MassHealth 
would not have to pay for their nursing home care. 
This measure is supported by more than 30 advoca¬ 
cy organizations, including MA Senior Action Council, 
Disability Law Center, MA Home Care, Greater 
Springfield Senior Services, Easter Seals, and Cape 
Organization for the Rights of the Disabled. 
“It is time to stop warehousing our seniors in nursing 
homes - we must let them continue to be productive, 
contributing members of our community," concluded 
Melconian. 
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2001 Local Cultural 
Council Grants 
Announced 

State Representative Daniel F. Keenan is pleased 
to announce the awarding of 21 grants totaling 
$21,000 for cultural programs in the Town of 
Agawam. The grants were awarded from a pool of 
funds distributed to Agawam by the Massachusetts 
Cultural Council, a state agency that supports public 
programs and educational activities in the arts, sci¬ 
ences, and humanities. 

The Agawam Cultural Council is part of a grass¬ 
roots network of 335 local councils that serve every 
city and town in the state. The state Legislature pro¬ 
vides an annual appropriation to the Massachusetts 
Cultural Council, which then allocates funds to each 
local council. The decisions about which activities to 
support are made at the community level, by a board 
of municipality-appointed volunteers. 

“It's the volunteers that really make the system 
work,” said Representative Keenan. “They make lim¬ 
ited resources go as far as possible, and they make 
the tough decisions about which projects should be 
supported. Thanks to them, the arts, sciences, and 
humanities are part of everyday lives in every com¬ 
munity across the state.” 

Statewide, more than $4.5 million will be distrib¬ 
uted by local cultural councils in 2001, more than 
6,600 grants in all. Grants will support an enormous 
range of activities, field trips for schoolchildren, after¬ 
school programs, concerts, and exhibitions. 

From the total distribution*more than $1.7 million 
will support educational activities for schoolchildren.

Jerald Pomerantz 
Has Articles 
Published In Texas 

Jerald Pomerantz, formerly of Agawam, has had 
articles published in the April issue of two Texas trade 
publications. 

Pomerantz attended Agawam High School from 
1968-1972. He wrote for the Aaawam Mirror , served 
on the Student Body Committee, which acted as a 
liaison between the students and the School Board, 
and was a member of the High School’s champion 
intramural volleyball team, Ben’s Boys. 

“UCC Filings Under the New UCC Article 9" is a 
Special Supplement to The Texas Bank Lawyer , 
which is the monthly publication of the Texas 
Association of Bank Counsel. The article discusses 
the new rules on where to file a UCC-1 financing 
statement and provides addresses for where to file in 
the District of Columbia, the major corporation states, 
and the states contiguous to Texas, including five 
jurisdictions in the Republic of Mexico. 

The article contains a brief discussion of changes 
in the Mexican law concerning secured lending, which 
were adopted in May 2000. Pomerantz had served 
two terms on the Board of Directors of the TABC. 

“Q&A: Changes in repo rules under revised Article 
9” was published in Texas Banking , the official publi¬ 
cation of the Texas Bankers Association. The article 
discusses changes in the rules for giving notice of 
repossession and sale of personal property (not real 
estate) collateral, new rules for different treatment of 
consumer transactions vs. non-consumer transac¬ 
tions, and required notices that must be provided if 
the creditor seeks to collect on a deficiency balance 
after selling the collateral. 

The Revised Article 9, which is the subject of both 
articles, is currently before the Massachusetts 
Legislature. 

An earlier article by Pomerantz, published in The 
Consumer Finance Law Quarterly Report was cited in 
two court decisions; ITT Commercial Finance 
Corporation vs. Bank of the West by the United States 
Court of Appeals for the Fifth Circuit in 1999, and fn 
re Stanton by the United States Bankruptcy Court for 
the Eastern District of Texas in 2000.

Hot Water Can 
Burn You! 

by Fire Chief David Pisano 

Tap water and bathtub injuries have been a major 
cause of burn injuries for many years. While scald 
burns can happen to anyone, young children and the 
elderly comprise most of the 2,600 injuries annually 
received by hot water from home faucets. 

These burns can cause severe injury, scarring and 
disfigurement, and even death. The Agawam Fire 
Department wants the public to know how to prevent 
such burns. 

The major cause of scalds in homes is a water 
heater set too high (140 to 150 degrees Fahrenheit). 
Most adults will suffer a serious, third-degree burn if 
exposed to 150-degree water for only TWO SEC¬ 
ONDS. The sensitive skin of children burns much 
easier. 

' To test the hot water in your home, use a candy or 
meat thermometer at each faucet. If the water is over 
120 degrees Fahrenheit, turn down your hot water 
heater. Besides avoiding scalds, this will also save 
energy and money. 

If you have an electric water heater, ask the elec¬ 
tric company if it will lower the temperature for you. If 
you are in an apartment, ask the maintenance depart¬ 
ment to help. 

If you adjust it yourself, turn off the current by 
switching off the circuit breaker or removing the fuse. 
Electric heaters have two controls which need to be 
set. 

Remove the upper and lower access panels, pull 
aside the insulation over the thermostats, and use a 
screwdriver to turn the dials of the controls. DO NOT 
TOUCH ANY OTHER AREA! 

Replace the insulation and panels. Turn on the cur¬ 
rent. Don’t lise hot water for two hours. Check the 
temperature the next morning. 

For furnaces using fuel oil, contact your supplier to 
lower the temperature. This will not affect the heating 
capacity of the furnace. 

Even after lowering how water temperatures, it 
would be wise to take these precautions: 

* Check bathwater for children with your elbow. 
The elbow is more sensitive to temperature changes. 

* Never leave a child alone in a bathtub or sink. 

* Place small children in the tub facing away from 
the faucets, and never encourage the bathtub as a 
play area. 

* Teach children to turn on the cold water first when 
using faucets. 

* Install temperature regulators in showers, tubs, 
and faucets. Consult your plumber or hardware store 
for information. 

* Know what to do for a scald burn. Cool the burn 
with water. Cover it with a clean cloth and seek med¬ 
ical attention. If the burn is serious, call the rescue 
squad at 911. Never put any ointments, greases, but¬ 
ter, or vaseline on burns. These can hold heat and 
make the burn worse.

Knowing God Personally... 

Out of 280 million Americans, how many do you 
suppose actually know President Bush personally? 
Taken in that context, precious few. Most of us know 
something about him, and recognize him on TV or in 
a picture. But the fact is that most of us don’t know 
President Bush personally. The same thing could be 
said about most of our political leaders, even though 
their decisions and actions have an impact upon our 
lives. They might even want to know us personally, 
but circumstances and necessity prohibit that. 

For some people, there is a similar lack of familiar¬ 
ity with God. It may be that some people know about 
Him, and even possess an accurate understanding 
about Him, without actually knowing Him. Unlike the 
situation with our political leaders, God can, and 
would like to be, known by each of us. 

There is a world of difference between simply 
knowing about God and actually knowing Him. For 
example, the majority of the Book of Job is a record¬ 
ing of a discussion between people who know about 
God. The people discussing God in the Book of Job 
know lots of things about God, and for the most part, 
their description of God and His ways is at least gen¬ 
erally accurate. But in the particular scenario we 
encounter them in this narrative, not one of them has 
the slightest clue as to what God is up to. 

Towards the end of the Book of Job, God Himself 
spoke up. Without actually explaining His actions in 
Job’s life, God revealed Himself to Job and his 
friends. In response to God’s revelation of Himself, 
Job was awestruck. Job said, “No one can oppose 
You, because You have the power to do what You 
want. You asked why / talked so much when / 
know so little. I have talked about things that are 
far beyond my understanding. You told me to lis¬ 
ten and answer Your questions. I heard about You 
from others; now I have seen You with my own 
eyes. ” Simply put, Job went from knowing about God 
to actually knowing God personally. The change for 
Job was the result of a personal encounter with God. 

Even Jesus’ disciples spent a long time knowing 
more about Him than actually knowing Him. This is 
mildly ironic, because in contrast to Job and his 
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friends, who spent a great amount of time speaking 
about God without actually speaking to Him, Jesus’ 
disciples spent a great amount of time with Jesus per¬ 
sonally. Nonetheless, even after the approximately 
three years of traveling all over the place with Jesus, 
they were still much more knowledgeable about Him, 
rather than knowing Him. 

The disciples were afraid of the Jewish leaders, 
and on the evening of that Sunday they locked 
themselves in a room. Suddenly, Jesus appeared 
in the middle of the group. Now, at this particular 
point in time, the disciples did not recognize Jesus. 
They had been His closest companions for three 
years, but at that moment they were still experts about 
Him rather than truly knowing Him. He greeted them 
and showed them His hands and His side. Even 
though He had repeatedly told them He would die but 
be raised again to life, they hadn’t gotten it; but now 
they were starting to. When the disciples saw the 
Lord, they became very happy. Like Job, they went 
from simply knowing about, to actually knowing, the 
Lord. 

Moving beyond knowing about God to actually 
knowing God is a personal and individual experience. 
It is said that God has no grandchildren; we cannot 
inherit another person’s relationship with God. A per¬ 
son shouldn’t think he or she knows God personally 
simply by virtue of being raised in a Christian home, 
any more than a person should think that because he 
sleeps in a garage he’s a car. 

Although Thomas the Twin was one of the 12 
disciples, he wasn’t with the others when Jesus 
appeared to them. So they told him, “We have 
seen the Lord!” But Thomas said, “First, I must 
see the nail scars in His hands and touch them 
with my finger. I must put my hand where the 
spear went into His side. I won’t believe unless I 
do this!” Because of his comments, Thomas earned 
the nickname “Doubting Thomas.” But maybe 
Thomas was on to something. Each of us must have 
our own personal encounter with God. We can’t live 
on someone else’s faith. Jesus called it being born 
again. 

There is great benefit to knowing about God, so 
long as our faith journey doesn’t end there. We take 
our earliest steps towards knowing God personally by 
learning about Him. In explaining why he wrote the 
Gospel According To John, John wrote: Jesus 
worked many other miracles in the company of 
His disciples, and not all of them are written in this 
book. But these are written so that you will put 
your faith in Jesus as the Messiah and the Son of 
God. If you have faith in Him, you will have true, 
eternal life.

Vermette Auto Body Continues 
Plans For Move Into New Building 


Don Vermette, owner of Vermette Auto Body, was 
sitting back on his office chair early Monday morning, 
preparing for what shaped up as another busy day at 
his growing auto body shop, located in cramped quar¬ 
ters on Silver Street, next to Lucia Lumber Company. 

Don’s days at this site are numbered. And he can't 
wait for the change. 

Just down the road a bit on Garden Street, across 
the street from the entrance to the Springfield 
Turnverein (and adjacent to the Rte. 57 on-ramp), 
Don's new facility, all 5,100 square feet of it, is moving 
along nicely, with an occupancy date sometime during 
the upcoming summer. 

Vermette Auto Body has been at its present Silver 
Street address for all of its 22 years in business. The 
building is small, just 2,600 square feet. “Although my 
new facility is modest in terms of the industry, for me, 
this will be a huge improvement,” Don related. 

Actually, Don’s termed “huge improvement” has 
been in the planning stage for the past eight years 
and it came closer to reality when he put a down pay¬ 
ment on the 1.7 acre lot on Garden Street back in 
August 1997. He admits that he moved cautiously 
before fully committing to the plan, but as soon as he 
finally closed on the property last fall, he broke ground 
for the new facility almost immediately. 

“I really would have liked to have done this back in 
1993, but as a businessman, things didn’t exactly go 
as planned. I was very fortunate to have the ability to 
keep my business growing on Silver Street and at the 
same time, continue to turn out quality work. As we 
get closer to actually moving over to Garden Street, I 
am very excited about our prospects,” Don added. 

And the prospects for Vermette Auto Body indeed 
look most promising. The new building will feature 
three overhead bay doors; a much larger working 


area that could double his output with basically the 
same amount of employees; a heated, down draft 
spraying booth; a small waiting area for customers; a 
much larger office; and an indoor wash bay to clean 
customers’ cars - at his current place, cars can only 
be cleaned outdoors. 

Getting a Vermette auto body will be much easier 
as well. Not that Silver Street is out of the way, but 
because his current building sits on the property’s 
back side, the only way in is via a long, dirt driveway. 

"Finally, we will have a paved parking lot. It’s been 
a dust bowl and a mud bowl all these years. I think my 
current customers will have a big laugh about this 
because they know the headaches this has caused us 
over the years and very soon, it will be a thing of the 
past,” Don told us. 

The thing of the future for Vermette Auto Body is 
Don’s major theme when asked to describe his new 
facility in a few words - “clean, well laid out, customer 
friendly, and professionally efficient. 

“When people think about auto body shops, they 
usually think of auto parts lying all over the place and 
lots of dust and grime. I have tried hard to keep the 
Silver Street shop as clean as possible over the years, 
but now the business has outgrown itself and our new 
building is something all of us here will be proud of,” 
Don added. 

At this point, Don remains uncertain about expand¬ 
ing his staff of five employees (including himself and 
his brother. Rejean), although he would not rule out 
adding a few skilled technicians to the operation to 
keep up with customer demand. 

Don resides in Feeding Hills with his wife, Becky, 
and two children - Rachel, 14, a freshman at Agawam 
High School, and Paul, 11, who attends the Agawam

Time To Sell Stocks? 

Consider Your Long-Term Goals 

It’s the time of year when many people are trying to 
round up money to pay off holiday bills or to write that 
annual check to Uncle Sam. If you are among them, 
you may be looking at your stock portfolio as a possi¬ 
ble source of cash. Knowing when and what to sell 
can be perplexing, but there are a few guidelines to 
keep in mind if you plan to make some selling deci¬ 
sions. 

Don't let emotions drive your selling decisions. In 
fact, sometimes the right selling decision is contrary 
to your emotions. If you are concerned about the 
recent turmoil in the international markets, it might be 
tempting to unload those holdings to lock in or limit 
your losses. On the other hand, it may be tempting to 
sell a stock that has held steady in a falling market - 
for fear that it may be the next ope to lose value. 
Decisions to sell for either of these reasons could pro¬ 
vide comfort in the short-term, but could do long-term 
damage to your portfolio if they don't fit with your 
overall financial plan. 

Look for big gainers and losers. If your portfolio 
includes holdings that have struggled through the 
recent market run-up and continued to lose value, 
they may be good candidates for removal from your 
portfolio. Likewise, if you hold stocks that have per¬ 
formed well during this period and their price-to-earn- 
ings (P/E) ratio indicates that they may have peaked, 
you may also want to think about selling them. In 
either situation, you’ll want to consult with a financial 
advisor who is familiar with the companies whose 
stock you are thinking of unloading. 

Consider the tax consequences. When making 
selling decisions, it’s important to consider the tax 
burdens or benefits. Even though some of the biggest 
tax breaks in the Taxpayer Relief Act of 1997 are in 
the capital gains area, the tax still affects overall 
return on your investments. Keep in mind that you can 
offset losses against gains t reduce your capital gains 
burden. If losses exceed gains, you can deduct up to 
$3,000 of that amount from your taxable income. 

Stock trading costs can erode your gains. When 
moving stocks in and out of your portfolio, trading 
costs are an additional consideration. Unless you 
work with a fee-based financial planner - where the 
fee is calculated either on an hourly basis or on the 
amount'of assets managed - you are likely to pay a 
sales commission on each trade that you make. It’s 
best to inquire about what the sales charge will be 
prior to making trades and to ask for a breakdown of 
what is included in the charges. Then you can include 
these costs when calculating your investment return. 
Specific tax issues may require consultation with an 
attorney. 

Think about your financial goals. When you 
remove holdings from your portfolio, it affects your 
overall asset allocation. That’s why it’s important to 
look at the big picture when changing the mix of your 
investments. For example, if you sell a large-cap 
stock that has increased significantly in value, you 
may need to rebalance your portfolio to make sure 
that your holdings are not underrepresented in that 
area. Regular rebalancing of your portfolio can help 
make sure that your investment mix is still in line with 
your goals and your risk tolerance. Now, with the 
recent price run-up in many sectors, rebalancing may 
be an especially important part of your investment 
strategy. 

Seek professional advice. You can see that there 
are many things to consider before making stock-sell¬ 
ing decisions. A financial advisor can be a valuable 
resource to help you make objective, sensible calls 
about which stocks no longer fit in your overall finan¬ 
cial plan. By sticking with your long-term plan - and 
avoiding emotional selling decisions - you’ll be better 
prepared for future market ups and downs.

Home Offices... 

Home offices have become as essential a part of 
the home as family rooms. Whether used for organiz¬ 
ing the household finances, or running a full-time 
business, these rooms are popping up just about any¬ 
where. This year we have seen offices built into bed¬ 
rooms, basements, attics, garages and even closets. 
While most of the closets in the home are usually 
filled to capacity, clearing one out might allow just the 
right amount of space for your home office. 

Studies show that a disorganized workspace is dis¬ 
tracting and even affects work productivity. Getting 
organized does not have to break the bank. You don’t 
even have to hire a contractor. This project can be 
done in a day or a weekend, for under $200. And best 
of all, when the work is done, just close the doors and 
the office disappears. 

First, you will need to decide what closet you will 
use, and decide if it provides enough space for all 
your components. Most offices can include a comput¬ 
er hard drive, keyboard, monitor, printer, fax, tele¬ 
phone and lighting. Keep in mind that the standard 
placement for a desktop or keyboard is 30 inches 
from the floor. The keyboard should rest at or just 
below elbow level when you are sitting. Plan to 
arrange your monitor so that the screen is just below 
eye level. Make sure you leave clearance above each 
piece of equipment for proper air circulation. 

Next, create a sketch of how things will be 
arranged, carefully measuring the dimensions of the 
closet and the size of the components. 

You can now install your shelving accordingly. 
Shelving can be purchased in a variety of materials, 
such as medium-density fiberboard (MDF), plywood, 
pine or poplar. Keep in mind whether you will be paint¬ 
ing or staining the shelves, and this will help to deter¬ 
mine the material. Before you install your shelves, 
create an indentation in the back of each one to 
accommodate cords. This can be done by making a 
semicircular cut with a hole saw, or cutting out a V 
with a jig saw. 

Next, you will want to determine which of your 
shelves should be mounted on slides. The slides pro¬ 
vide easier access to equipment and can expand your 
workspace. Once the work is done everything slides 
back and the doors close easily. Slides can be pur¬ 
chased in varying sizes and weight capacities, and 
are installed using the manufacturer’s installation 
instructions. A special slide kit can be purchased for 
mounting your keyboard under a shelf, and it will store 
away when not in use. 

Another option is to purchase a pre-made desk 
insert. They come pre-finished and are made of MDF 
They have a hinged front that serves as a desktop 
when open, and is spacious enough to hold a laptop 
computer. Inside they house different sized cubbies to 
hold supplies and organize materials. This insert can 
be mounted right into the closet, and shelves can be 
mounted above and below for added storage. 

One last idea is to line the inside of the closet doors 
with corkboard or chalkboard, to provide additional 
space for organizing notes.

Dress the children in comfortable clothes and pack 
a sweater in case he or she gets cold. 

Pack a sandwich, bottled water, juice, and other 
snacks in case the child does not like the flight meal 
or experiences long flight delays. 

Pack books, toys, games, and other sources of 
entertainment. 

Give the child a small amount of pocket money for 
emergencies and teach him or her how to use the pay 
phone. Some airlines suggest giving the child a pre¬ 
paid calling card. 

Attach a piece of paper to the child’s clothing with 
the names, addresses, and phone numbers of con¬ 
tacts in the destination city. 

Make sure the child understands that movement 
about the plane will be restricted. 

instruct the child not to leave the airport and to only 
ask uniformed airline representatives.

Negligence & Tort 

Schoolyard Accident - Municipal 

The case involved a bodily injury claim brought by 
the parents of their minor son for injuries suffered in a 
schoolyard accident. At the time of the accident, the 
plaintiff was 10 years-old and a fifth-grader in the local 
elementary school. 

The accident occurred during a student football 
game on the blacktop adjacent to the school building. 
The students were originally playing on the grass, but 
were directed by a school aide to play on the blacktop 
area next to the building. Located directly next to the 
blacktop area, in the end zone portion of the football 
game, were two garbage dumpsters. 

There were protruding steel handles at the comers 
of the dumpstes at the head level of the students. 
During the game, the plaintiff was guarding another 
player going for a pass and ran into one of the dump¬ 
ster handles, striking the left orbital area of his eye 
directly on the protruding handle. 

As a result of his direct collision with the protruding 
handle of the dumpster, the plaintiff suffered injuries 
to his left eye socket and his face. He received stitch¬ 
es and also suffered a fracture in the floor of the left 
orbit. Since the accident, the plaintiff also suffered 
from varying degrees of double vision on extreme 
downward gaze. 

Although the plaintiff maintained 20/20 vision, the 
possibility exists for future surgery, which would 
involve shoring up the floor of the eye socket to 
reduce the double vision. The plaintiff also had vary¬ 
ing degrees of sinus pain believed to result from 
chronic scarring of his sinus secondary to the injury. 
There exists the possibility of future treatment in the 
form of endoscopic sinus surgery. 

The plaintiff contended that the town was negligent 
in several different respects, including failing to take 
appropriate measures to protect students from getting 
injured in and around the dumpsters; directing the 
students to play a football game on a blacktop play¬ 
ground area directly next to the dumpsters without a 
buffer zone; failing to closely supervise the football 
game; and failing to post signage or to take other pre¬ 
ventative measures to warn the children not to play 
near the dumpsters. The town’s alleged negligence 
was substantiated by the plaintiff's playground safety 
expert. 

Before suit was instituted, the town agreed to refer 
the case to mediation. The case was settled following 
mediation for $65,000.00 (structured value of 
$92,650.00).

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Top Ten Travel Tips For Your Feet 


April is Foot Health Awareness Month and the 
Massachusetts Podiatric Medical Society and Dr. 
Michael Haynes of 850 Springfield St., Feeding Hills 
are offering free foot health care information to the 
public, including the following top 10 travel tips for 
your feet. 

1. Before traveling, visit a podiatrist if you are expe¬ 
riencing any pain, problems, or discomfort with your 
feet or ankles. Foot pain is not normal and can often 
be relieved or eliminated by visiting a podiatrist. 

2. To condition your feet and legs, begin a regular 
walking program wearing the shoes you plan to travel 
with - include inclines if your destination has hilly ter¬ 
rain - at least four weeks before your trip. 

3. Review your travel itinerary and the activities 
planned to determine the kinds of shoes you will need 
(should pack). 

4. Take a few pairs of supportive, comfortable 
shoes, and plenty of appropriate socks so they can be 
changed frequently. Try not to take new shoes that 
have never been worn. 

5. When traveling, periodically flex feet at the 
ankles, wiggle toes, unlace shoes if feet swell, keep 
legs uncrossed, and move around if possible (espe¬ 


cially during airplane travel - get up and move around 
once for every hour on the plane.) 

6. Be prepared: in case of a minor foot problem, 
pack adhesive bandages, talcum powder, antibiotic or 
first aid cream, tweezers, and nail clippers in your toi¬ 
letry bag. 

7. If you injure your foot or ankle while away, seek 
professional attention from a podiatric physician. 
People often assume that if a toe is broken, that it 
doesn’t require treatment. That is not true. When trav¬ 
eling within the United States or Puerto Rico, contact 
the state podiatric medical association to obtain a 
referral to a local podiatrist, or access www.apma.ora 
via the internet to locate a podiatrist. 

8. Limit walking barefoot to safe, sandy beaches or 
close to the pool. Walking barefoot exposes feet to 
sunburn, as well as the plantar warts virus, athlete’s 
foot, and other infections. 

9. Regularly apply sunscreen to the tops of your 
feet. 

10. Treat your feet well after a long day of sight¬ 
seeing, shopping, or hiking: massage them and keep 
them elevated.

Golf Tidbits 

I know the snow this week did not deter my golfing 
friends. Here are some tidbits of information that may 
be helpful. 

Keeping hydrated is key on the golf course. Drink 
plenty of water (not soda, beer, or coffee!). 

Hypoglycemia, or low blood sugar, can cause 
sweating, weakness, hunger, shaking, anxiety, 
headaches, dizziness, and blurred vision. Try to keep 
your eating balanced. Snack on fruits and nuts to 
maintain even sugar levels. 

* To play better golf and decrease the risk of injury, 
strengthen abdominal, trunk, and upper body mus¬ 
cles; shorten your back swing and decrease 
torque/tension in your swing. 

* Nutritional factors that can be used for inflamma¬ 
tion due to an injury include omega 3 fatty acids (fish 
oil), 2-3 grams per day; ginger, 2-6 grams per day; 
and bioflavinoids, 2 grams per day. 

* Nutritional factors to augment tissue repair; glu¬ 
cosamine sulfate, 1,500 mg per day; magnesium, 
400-1,000 mg per day.

South Westfield Street, the Rainbow’s End is at 
STAGE’S Red Door Theatre, as the award-winning 
Children’s Theatre presents “A 2001 STAGE OZ- 
DESSY.”

Jambalaya. I love rice dishes. You can use any 
type of rice in this dish, short or long grain. I prefer 
Uncle Ben’s long grain rice. I start off with 1/2C red 
bell pepper (you can use the green), 1/2C celery, and 
1/2C onion. Make sure they’re all diced small, and 
then in 3-4 TB olive oil I start to saute 'til softened. 
Now, add as much red pepper flakes as you would 
like. (I think the dish should be spicy.) Add 2TB 
crushed garlic and 1/2 lb. of cooked and sliced hot 
Italian sausage. I make mine in a very large, cast-iron 
skillet. 

Take 3C chicken stock, 2 TB Worcestershire, 2-3 
dashes of Frank’s Red Hot Sauce, a pinch of thyme, 
and 8oz. of tomato sauce. When bubbling, add 1- 
1/2C rice. Simmer ‘til rice is softened. If you are dry¬ 
ing out and the rice is not done, add a little more 
stock. At the end, add 1/2 lb. of shrimp or crawfish

St. in Springfield; the yellow rice and roast pork were 
fabulous. Stop by and say hello to Evelyn (say the

For pan-roasted oysters, Boston Sea Foods has 
the small, fresh oysters you need for this dish. Start 
off with 3 TB butter and add 1/4C onions, bell pepper, 
and celery (all very finely minced); saute ‘til softened. 
Add 1 TB minced garlic, 1TB horseradish, and 2 TB 
Worcestershire. Now, put in 12 small, tender oysters 
(shucked, of course). 

Cook ‘til liquid is reduced; add a shot of brandy, 
1/4C heavy cream, and 2 TB butter. Cover with bread¬ 
crumbs and Swiss cheese (grated), and place into a 
hot oven until cheese is melted and serve immediate¬ 
ly. Serve with garlic bread. 

To make garlic bread, take a loaf of French bread 
cut in half. Spread with softened butter, fresh garlic, 
and sprinkle with parsley and dill. Place into a very hot 
oven ‘til golden and cut into individual servings. 

A salad with a mustard vinaigrette goes well. Take 
3 TB red wine vinegar, 2 TB Dijon mustard, 1/4C olive 
oil, 2 TB water, and some fresh tarragon (whisked 
together over fresh greens). Top with sunflower 
seeds, avocado slices, and Mandarin orange slices.

The silence was deafening. This was an Agawam- 
to-the-core crowd that had gathered at Joey’s Pub on 
Springfield Street in the heart of east Feeding Hills on 
April 3rd.

And so the buzz con¬ 
tinues, magnified a decibel or two by the uniqueness 
of the silence, not to mention the enthusiastic and 
spontaneous round of applause (with hoots and 
hollers) that the crowd gave the film and the filmmak¬ 
er at the movie’s conclusion.
